2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claim(s) 1-42 drawn to method(s) and kit(s) which comprises measuring the expression 
level of a particular marker (i.e. gene) associated with psoriasis or a TH-1 associated 
condition, classified in at least, for example, Class 435, subclasses 6 and 7.1 and Class

3. Inventions I and II encompass patentably distinct methods which have different goals and 
intermediate steps. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate 
status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. 

5. The applicant is hereby require to elect for examination a single invention for examination (i.e. 
either the invention of Group I or Group II). In addition, the applicant is hereby required to elect a single 
marker for prosecution on the merits (i.e. a single marker must be elected) because each marker is a 
patentably distinct entity with unique structural characteristics. 
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While this requirement is made in view of the explosive growth of sequence databases in recent 
years and in view of the fact that searches for multiple sequences/markers per application is now unduly 
burdensome on the office and its examiners, it is proper in light of statute, "[i]f two or more independent 
and distinct inventions are claimed in one application, the Commissioner may require the application to be 
restricted to one of the inventions." 35 U.S.C. 121. Pursuant to this statute, the rules provide that "[ijf two 
or more independent and distinct inventions are claimed in a single application, the examiner in his action 
shall require the applicant ... to elect that invention to which his claim shall be restricted." 37 CFR 
1 .142(a). See also 37 CFR 1 .141(a). Absent evidence to the contrary, each marker recited in the claims 
is presumed to represent an independent and distinct invention, subject to a restriction requirement 
pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 121 and 37 CFR 1 .141 et seq. 

6. The applicant is advised that the response to this requirement, to be complete, must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
